Board  Adopts  Precertification  Test  Scores 

At  its  January  meeting  in  Kalispell,  the  State  Board  of  Public 
Education  adopted  the  precertification  test  scores  recom- 
mended by  the  Testing  Task  Force  headed  by  Dr.  Alan  Zetler, 
former  Dean  of  Education  at  Western  Montana  College.  The 
scores  represent  the  minimum  a  teacher  must  achieve  on  the 
National  Teachers  Examination  Core  Battery,  a  test  of  com- 
petency skills  required  for  initial  teacher  certification  or 
reinstatement  in  Montana  as  of  July  1 986. 

The  scores  adopted  are:  Communication  Skills  648,  General 
Knowledge  644  and  Professional  Knowledge  648. 

The  board  will  set  a  date  for  a  public  hearing  on  the  test 
scores  later  this  month.

Attorney  General's  Opinion  Clarifies 
Compulsory  Attendance 

Some  confusion  seems  to  exist  about  the  upper  limits  of  the 
compulsory  education  law.  An  opinion  from  the  State  Attorney 
General  clarified  the  law  regarding  compulsory  school  atten- 
dance (sections  20-5-102  and  20-5-103,  MCA). 

The  law  calls  for  compulsory  school  attendance  for  any  child 
who  has  reached  7  years  of  age  and  has  not  reached  his/her 
16th  birthday  and  has  not  completed  the  work  of  the  8th 
grade.  "Clearly,  each  of  the  three  criteria  applies,"  the  opinion 
said,  "and  all  three  must  be  met  before  the  compulsory  atten- 
dance requirements  are  satisfied."
